ing down 
the impossibility of mak¬ 
ing any improvement 
to the jail

To be compelled 
to remove pris ¬ 
oners to Globe and bring them back 
for trial will incur a great expense 
on the county and if continued for 
any great length of time would be

The average number of prisoners 
confined 
in the county jail during 
the past five months 
was 
twenty 
and there have been 
as many as 
sixty prisoners 
squeezed into the 
small quarters at the county jail at 
Solomonville between 
the terms of 
the district court 
According to Judge Lewis 
order 
all prisoners must now be taken 
by 
the sheriff to Globe to be confined 
in the jail there 
the 
expense 
in 
curred going and returning 
from 
Globe 
as well as that which will be 
charged by Globe 
for the care of 
the prisoners 
will amount to such a 
large sum of money that for econ ¬ 
omys sake and for the purpose of 
keeping 
down 
this expense 
a new 
jail building should be built at once 
There is plenty of room 
on the 
property 
owned 
by 
the county 
in 
Safford 
for the erection of the new 
jail and the building of such nn in- -

should 
be kept separate 
and apart from

The location 
at SafFord 
is
